Despite the fact that roads were 
said to be practically impassable, some 
tourists reached Quitman to_ report 
narrow escapes from falling trees and 
treacherous washouts. Heavy gales 
lashed Quitman through the day, and 
with the storm raging at noon a high 
tension wire fell across the toll lines 
at telephone exchange in that city, 
setting fire to the building. The blaze 
was extinguished by employees. 

Highways Inundated. 

Streams which had already over- 
flown their banks tonizht menaced 
bridges and railroads, ar.J hid already 
submerged many highways, making 
them practically impassable.

The rain- 
fall here measured 1.26 inches up to 8 
o'clock, and as the night advanced 
the wind increased in velocity, and 
the downpour increased.

their blends, and shut down. They

‘It can’t be done,” they said. “Our 
stocks require a certain amount of 
moisture to blend, but too much is 
dangerous. Moreover ,tobacco ab- 
sorbs moisture so readily that by the 
time it reaches the cigar makers’ ta-

It was estimated that fully 10,000 
cigar makers were on a holiday and 
clubs of Yarboro City and West Tam- 
pa were gay with activities and 
crowded to the doors.

Cope Thornton, veteran negro em-

When 
the negro refused to turn over the 
money, Presley fired one shot which 
struck his victim in the left shoulder, 
snatched up the satchel containing the 
money, and jumped into a dilapidated

Hill Is Wounded.

Lake Now at 17 Feet, 
Florida Editor Says 

Miami, Fla., August 14.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—Serious flood threats 
menaced the Lake Okeechobee dis- 
trict tonight, according to advices 
received here. 

William Griffis, editor of the 
Okeechobee News, told the United 
News correspondent at Miami that 
conditions in the lake district ap- 
proach those of September, 1926, 
when many lives were lost. 

Griffis scouted reports by State 
Engineer Elliott that Lake Okee- 
chobee was at a 14.06-foot level. 
The lake is a fraction less than 
17 feet, Griffis said, and rising 
steadily.

With heavy rain here, it was 
thought that conditions might become 
even worse and the heavy precipita- 
tion that has fallen in sections north 
of here reaches Lake 
through the many streams that empty 
into the huge reservoir. 


Red Cross Present. 


The Red Cross was attempting to 
render aid to the scores of the flood 
victims but the only ones to receive 
succor were those who were able to 
make their own way into this city, 
which virtually is the only one in this 
section that has not suffered heavily 
from the flood, 


G. C. Durrance, county judge, said 
tonight that the storm of last week 
and the flood that has followed it 
have caused more damage than that of 
the memorable hurricane of 1926 and 
even more suffering. He thought the 
damage would amount to more than 
$200,000 for this county alone. 

At Ten Mile Bridge, north of here, 
the Kissimmee river had dropped a 
little more than two inehes tonight 
and others 
taking part in relief work hope that 
the stream would be able to success- 
fully carry off flood waters coming 
down from the north. 


J. D. Croemer, of Washington, as- 
sistant director in charge of disaster 
relief for the national Red Cross, 
who arrived here from West Palm 
Beach, made a survey of conditions 
late today and said he thought “the 
situation well in hand.” 


Situation in Hand. 


“The fact’ that these people are 
used to living in localities where wa- 
ters often get high, probably. accounts 
for their being able to go through the 
flood as well as they have,” he said. 
“We believe that we have accounted 
for all persons.in the path of the wa- 
ter and are looking for no more dam- 
age in this territory, unless more rains 
occur.”’ 


The official lake depth reading late 
today in Palm Beach canal, leading 
from the lake, was 15.02 feet, and 
15.04 feet at Moorshaven. The depth 
here, however, was 17 feet, only one 
foot below the danger mark. It was 
explained that the difference in depth 
was due to strong winds that affect-

HAVOC WROUGHT 
AT QUITMAN. 


Quitman, Ga., August 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Following more than a week 
of hard rain, Quitman was buffetted 
today with torrential rain and gale, 
ijuring crops uprooting trees, flood- 
ing the southern section of the city 
and doing great damage to highways 
as well as interrupting communication 
and transportation in all directions. 
After a night of high winds, the 
tropical storm broke in fury at 7 
o'clock this morning and has con- 
tinued without cessation all-day, in- 
creasing in intensity tonight. 


The city has been without power 
and lights practically all day owing 
to falling trees. The Quitman Tele- 
phone exchange lost all wires out of 
town this afternoon and 150 phones 
in town were put out of commission. 

At noon the telephone exchange was 
discovered on fire due to a_high- 
tension wire falling on their toll lines. 
The fire was extinguished by em- 
ployees while the storm was raging. 
Throughout the city trees are lying 
across streets and. practically every 
roof in town has been leaking. 

Despite the severe storm, the 
Brooks county tobacco warehouse re- 
ports an estimated sale of 113,000 
pounds at an average price of 13 1-2 
cents. Very little tobacco could be 
brought into town today, and the to- 
bacco sold was what came in yester- 
day afternoon and last night. 

Hair-breath escapes are reported by 
tourists arriving who negotiated the 
trip through the storm over high- 
wavs submerged with water. 

No estimate is possible tonight as 
to the damage to crops but it is known 
that cotton, corn, tobacco and hay 
have suffered heavy damage.

REED URGES HiGrWAY 
BONDS FOR GEORGIA 


Macon, Ga., August 14.—()—A 
state bond issue of $30,000,000 pay- 
able, principal and interest, from the 
gasoline tax, as a remedy for the 
“pay-as-you-go” ssytem of highway 
construction, was advocated here today 
by Judge Harry Reed, of Waycross, 
Ga., in an address before the Lyons 
club. An additional issue for a like 


amount to be floated in 1932, to com- 
plete the hard-surfaeing of Georgia's 
7,100 miles of lé¢ghways, was contained 
in the proposal. 

The meeting was attended by Gov- 
ernor L. G. Hardman, who was here 
for the day; Dr. Spright Dowell, pres- 
ident of Mercer university: officers 
and representatives of other civic 
clubs and all candidates for the legis- 
lature on the coming election. 

The big problems in the state high- 
way situation, according to Judge 
Reed, are: 

““1—Securing connected highways. 

“2—Securing reasonably durable 
types of surfacing. 

“3—Completion of the state high- 
way system within a reasonable time. 

_“4—Relieving counties from _ par- 
ticipation in the cost of building stat<¢ 
roads, and 

“d—Repayment of counties 
funds spent on state roads.”’ 

“The bond issue suggested,” Judge 
Reed said, “offers a partial solution 
of these problems.” He declared that 
Georgians lose every year $175 on each 
automobile in increased cost of opera- 
tion and repair in the use of 300,000 
cars on dirt roads, as compared with 
the cost of operation and repair of 
cars on hard-surfaced roads.

PACT WITH TALY 


(P)—Parliament adjourned today for 
an indefinite period after having add- 
ed to the turmoil in the country by 
ratifying with the majority of a sin- 
gle vote the bitterly opposed Nettuno 
conventions with Italy. 

Meanwhile the question has been 
raised by those in sympathy with the 
Croatian opposition, whether this slim 
majority is sufficient to make the pact 
binding, alleging that the constitution 
calls for a two-thirds vote for treaty 
ratification. 

Before voting suspensidm today, the 
skupstina (parliament) passed one 
measure designed to ally Croat anger 
when it suspended the parliamentary 
immunity of Deputies Jovanovich and | 
Popoviteh, who were alleged to have 
been accomplices in the shooting last 
June in parliament of Stefan Raditch, 
his nephew, and another deputy. 

Croatian newspapers today declared 
that the Nettuno conventions as rati- 
fied with only government supporters 
voting were worthless -because the ab- 
fence of the Croat and Serbian agra- 
rians left parliament without suffi- 
cient numbers for legal ratification. 
They accused the government of add- 
ing crime to crime regardless of the 
satisfaction due to the Croats for past 
injustice. ° 

Generally it is acknowledged that 
while the Nettuno conventions will 
give added power to the Croatian de- 
mand for home rule it will leave Italy 
without excuse to interfere in Jugo- 
slavia’s internal crisis.

Bastian, who took it to a jeweler to 
have the initials “J. M. CC.” changed 
to his own. The slayer said he sold 
the watch for $1.19, which was all 
he obtained from his crime. 
Miss Constance, the victim, was 
head of the English department of 
Bradley Polytechnic institute in Pe- 
oria. She was attending Northwestern 
university as a summer student. Last 
Thursday night while en route to her 
home from the university library she 
was waylaid and killed.

Paris, August 14.—()—tThe inter- 
national mystery of the death of Cap- 
tain If Lowenstein, Belgian 
financier, while crossing’ the English 
channel in his private airplane on 
July 4, today entered another phase 
when it was unofficially reported that 
toxie matter had ‘been found in the 
viscera of his body. 

After Lowenstein’s body was found 
on July 19 Dr. Paul, chief chemical 
analyst for the surete generale, the 
French Scotland Yard, undertook an 
exhaustive autopsy at the request of 
members of the Lowenstein family. It 
was said at the courthouse in Bou- 
logne, according to Le. Matin today, 
that the expert’s report, which will 
not be made public, reveals “the 
existence of traces of a very charac-, 
teristic toxic matter’ in the viscera. 

The toxicologist’s report will be for- 
warded to the court in Brussels which 
conducted an inquiry into the disap- 
pearance and death of the financier. 
Should the report lead to a reopen- 
ing of the investigation it is likely 
to have diplomatie as well as judicial 
ramifications since the body was dis- 
covered outside of the territorial wa- 
ters of either England or France.

TOOMBS IS CHARGED 
WITH NEW SHORTAGE. 


Chicago, August 14.—(P)—A new 
shortage of $2,000,000 was charged 
against Roy C. Toombs, investment 
broker and insurance company head, 
today by Clarence A. Stelle, vice 
president of the investment concern 
of Toombs and Daily. 

Toombs is free under a $10,000 
bond after being arrested Saturday on 
an embezzlement charge resulting 
from the alleged disappearance of $3,- 
500,000 In assets from the Internu- 
tional Life Insurance company at St. 
Louis, of which Toombs is president. 

As a result of Stelle’s charge, Judge 
William N. Gemmill of the superior 
court appointed the Foreman Trust 
and Savings bank as receiver for the 
firm. Stelle asked the appointment 
in a petition charging Toombs with 
frauds which he said resulied in the 
exhaustion of the assets of the firm. 

He declared he was informed that 
Toombs entered into a scWeme in 
March, 1927, to gain control of the 
International Life Insurance company 
and that, without knowledge of the 
board of directors of Toombs and 
Daily, he used his office with the in- 
vestment firm to further his plans in 
the insurance company. 

In the manipulations necessary to 
his project, the petition states, Toombs 
issued checks against Toombs and 
Daily for more than $2,000,000 and 
with the money purchased securities 
which the firm has never seen. 

The check withdrawals, said Stelle, 
so exhausted the Toombs and Daily 
treasury that the firm cannot now 
meet its obligations. 

Judge Marcus Kavanagh late today 
dismissed a habeas corpus writ ob- 
tained by counsel for Toombs in con- 
nection with his arrest on the St. 
Louis charge. Assistant State’s At- 
torney Q. J. Chott appeared and in- 
formed the judge that the Chicago pvo- 
lice had nothing against Toombs and 
had released him. 


PROTECTION IS SEEN 
FOR POLICY. HOLDERS. 


Little difficulty will be experienced 
in obtaining re-insurance to prof€ct 
policyholders of the International 
Life Insurance company, of St. Louis, 
which was placed in the hands of re- 
ceivers Monday, in the opinion of 
General William <A. Wright, state 
comptroller and ex-officia insurance 
commission of Georgia. Licenses of 
the company’s agents in Georgia, in- 
cluding that of H. W. Campbell, man- 
ager of the insurance company’s Geor- 
gia division, were suspended Tuesday 
by the comptroller general pending 
a satisfactory adjustment of the com- 
pany’s affairs in Georgia. 

Mr. Campbell had no statement to 
make Tuesday other than to say that 
“policyholders in Georgia will be fully 
protected and that re-insurance will 
be readily available.” 

The St. Louis company was placed 
in the hands of receivers following 
the filing of a petition for a receiver- 
ship by stockholders who acted after 
insurance commissioners of six states 
of the middle west concurred in find- 
ing that $3,500,000 was missing from 
the company’s accounts. 

Books of the comptroller general's 
office showed that the International 
Life company had written policies in 
Georgia aggregating $4,325,948 among 
2,172 policyholders through December 
31, 1927. Reports of the’ company’s 
financial condition at that time in- 
dicated a reserve fund of $37,739,410. 
capital of $937,000 and a surplus of 
$1,450,739.

The governor also reported that he 
had spent part of the morning check- 
ing over galley proofs of his com- 
pleted acceptance speech, which will 
be delivered here a week from tomor- 
row night and made known his inten- 
tion of making his annual visit to 
the New York state fair at Syracuse, 
regardless of what demands may be 
made on him as a presidential candi- 
date, 

As governor, the nominee atténds 
the fair Thursday, August 30. As is 
his custom, he will deliver a short 
speech, indoors if possible, to con- 
serve his voice.

John Roach Straton, pastor of 
Calvary Baptist church, was on the 
warpath today when he was informed 
that liquor had been purchased in his 
newly-acquired hotel near Greenwood 
Lake, N. Y. | 

The clergyman, whose recent sermén 
criticizing Governor Smith drew the 
governor's fire, took title to the hotel 
six weeks ago for the Greenwood 
Lake Christian assembly.

“Tf this is so, it is a clever con- 
spiracy.” 

Although he did not indicate what 
action he might take against the pro- 
prietor of the hotel, the minister 
blamed delay in getting action on the 
repeal of the Mullan-Cage act, the 
state’s enforcement law. « Governor 
Smith signed the repealer several 
years ago. 

“What can you expect in a state 
where there is no enforcement law?” 
the dispatch quoted Dr. Straton, 

“Governor Smith has weakened the 
hand of officers of the law in the 
state, This situation is an illustration 
of the disaster which has overtaken 
us on account of the revocation of 
the enforcement law.” 

Dr. Straton, said the newspaper, 
added that he had been in the bar of 
the hotel, but thought it was dispens- 
ing only soft drinks. 


HARRISON DENIES 
PARTY DISINTEGRATING. 

New York, August 14.—(#)—Sen- 
ator Pat Harrison, of Mississippi, a 
member of the advisory committee of 
the democratic national committee to- 
night issued a statement denying as- 
sertions made at a republican meet- 
ing in San Francisco yesterday that 
democrats in Texas and other southern 
states were ‘deserting their party.

SHAMEFUL ROAD SITUATION. 
There are literally thousands of 
miles of highways in the Georgia 


state system that are out of com-| 


mission today, except as a motorist 
may dare the perils of mud, slip- 
pery clay and swollen cross streams 
in “taking chances.” 

In Macon scores of automobile 
parties headed in various southern 
directions were at a standstill Tues- 


day, many of them turning back to}, 


Atlanta. 

One party, en route to the state 
press convention at Statesboro, 
found it impossible to get far be- 
yond Macon on the road via Dublin. 

The route does not touch the 
disgraceful Macon-Gray highway 
which was “‘completed” as perma- 
wently paved only a few months be- 
fore its disintegration was com- 
plete, although this short section of 
the highway cost $100,000 to 
“pave.” 

It did not touch the Milledgeville 
section that felt the tail end of the 
tropical storm over the week-end. 

When efforts were made to find 
another, though a longer route, as 
via Hawkinsville, Perry and Swains- 
boro to Statesboro, the party was 
advised of the perils of “treacher- 
ous stretches.” _ 

When a proposal was finally sug- 
gested to go on the railroad from 
Macon to Dover and thence to 
Statesboro, and by motor back to 
Dover at night to catch a north- 
bound, the peril of even that short 
motor trip was advanced. 

And thus it is all over Georgia— 
much that is good, but so much 
that is kad, and in some instances 
impassable, that the good is dis- 
counted by the bad, and cross-state 
motoring, or even reasonably long 
distance motoring, in rainy weather 
or following rains, is made impos- 
sible, or extremely dangerous. 

The situation in Georgia again 
shows the folly, the utter inex- 
cusableness, of the existing plan of 
building patch-work roads, with 
sectors of paving and mud alter- 
nating. 

It emphasizes the worse than 
folly of building temporary roads, 
miscalled “‘paved,” that not only 
are of no service after severe rains, 
but shortly go completely to pieces, 
compounding construction and 
maintenance expenses. 

The expense, in wear and tear 
to rolling stock, and in loss of 
time, from such a road situation as 
we have in Georgia, is appalling. 

The only correct way is to capi- 
talize the motor resources, make 
the state the road unit, issue state

Jaures. 

M. Daniel Renoult, who was an 
eye witness of the assassination of 
Jean Jaures in July, 1914, tells the 


‘story of that tragic incident on its 


anniversary in the new _ revue 
“Monde.” Jaures bad caused a num- 
ber of placards in two languages to 
be posted throughout France and Ger- 
many, calling upon the people to op- 
pose the idea of war. “If war breaks 
out,” he said the night of the mur- 
der as he sat down among a group 
of friends and journalistic collabora- 
tors at the Cafe Croissant, “we will 
be assassinated on the corners of the 
streets of Paris.’’ These were the 
last words of the “People’s Tribune.” 
A friend showed him a _ photograph 
of his wife and baby and Jaures bend- 
ing over the snapshot received the 
murderer’s bullet in the back of his 
head. He had been sitting with his 
back to the glass front of the street. 
Within half an hour the Faubourg 
Montmaritre was in turmoil. Police 
reserves had to preserve order, For a 
moment the destiny of France hung 
in the balance, for the turbulent 


crowd, believing that Jaures had been | 


killed by order of a _ bellicose gov- 
ernment, was preparing to march to 
the chamber of deputies. As the corpse 
was carried to a waiting ambulance 
from the cafe, thousands of bystanil- 
ers intoned the “Internationale.” 
“Later in the trenches,” says | M. 
Renoult, “when suffering seemed to 
exceed the powers of human endu- 
rance, Parisian soldiers used to ex- 
claim: ‘Ah, if Jaures were only 
alive!’ ”

Seven Should Be Sate. 


At this distance from the election 
only seven of the democratic seats 
can be counted as sure to be retained. 
They are those of Swanson in Vir- 
ginia, Trammell in Florida, McKellar 
in Tennessee, Stephens in Mississippi, 
Mayfield in Texas, Pittman in Ne- 
vada and Wheeler in Montana. The 
second primary in Texas on the 25th 
of this month may possibly result in 
Senator Mayfield having to yield his 
seat to Congressman Tom Connally, 
another democrat, but Texas can be

Six Eastern Cases Uncertain. — 

In the eastern states there are six 
democratic senators whose seats will 
be hotly contested for by the republic- 
ans. In four of the states—Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, New Jersey 
and Delaware, the senatorial delega- 
tions now stand with one democrat 
and one republican. ‘In New York 
and Maryland both senators, after a 
lapse of many years, are again demo- 
crats, 

Senator Dave Walsh is up for re- 
election in Massachusetts. He was 
first elected there in 1918, then beat- 
en by Gillett. in 1924, but in 1926 
was elected over Butler to fill out the 
unexpired term of Senator Lodge, end- 
ing next March. Walsh is a Roman 
Catholic who also has the good for- 
tune to be highly popular with Prot- 
estant democrats. He is a wet, but 
not a “dripping” one; he is distinctly 
a “modificationist.’”’ There ate many 
informed republicans coming from 
Massachusetts who frankly say that 
Walsh is far more likely to be reelect- 
ed senator than the national democrat- 
ie ticket is to carry the state. They 
concede that he is greatly stronger 
than his party even with Governor Al 
Smith at the head of its ticket. 


Smith Tkeir Seeming Savior. 

In Gerry’s case in Rhode Island, 
although he has been elected senator 
twice in succession, he will be large- 
ly beholden to Governor Smith’s pull- 
ing power in that state to repeat this 
year for the third term. The heavy 
foreign and Catholic vote in the state 
is confidently looked to for a demo- 
— sweep in November. Of course 
that can happén, but it is confessed- 
ly a long chance and the republicans 
by no means concede the state as yet. 
Gerry’s republican colleague, Senator 
Metcalf, is chairman of the republic- 
an senatorial campaign committee and 
will certainly call into action all the 
resources possible to replace Gerry 
with a republican senator. 

Copeland in New York and Ed- 
wards in New Jersey are almost whol- 
ly dependent upon ‘the superior 
strength of the Smith tow-line to pull 
them through again. 

In Delaware Senator Bayard’s 
chance to be reelected will depend 
upon how the Du Pont family, of 
which he is a member by marriage, 
acts for or against him. If they and 


Raskob pull for him he will come bl 


threugh safely; otherwise, his chance 
is anything but a sporting one, for 
he had only 325 majority in 1922, 
while Coleman Du Pont’s republican 
majority in 1924 was 16,646. 

The prospects for Bruce’s _reelec- 
tion in Maryland are better than 50- 
50 now, He must depend upon get- 
ting his saving majority in Baltimore.

fallen, all right, as everybody can see. 
In mere weakfoot or potential flat- 
foot, the arch has not fallen, though 
it may seem so, and especially if a 
glib shoe salesman assures the credu- 
lous parent that the arch is giving 
away and needs some support. I re- 
peat that there is no breaking of the 


arch of the foot in mere weakfoot or 
pronated foot ; the bones that form the 
arch remain in their normal relations 
to each other, though the foot rolls 
in at the ankle and gives too much 
under the weight of the body. If you 
wish to convert a simple weakfoot or 
pronated foot into a real flatfoot, the 
surest way to bring about the mis- 
fortune is to persuade the young per- 
son wish the weakfoot to adopt some 
kind of ‘support for the arches. 

In actual flatfoot the arch, sags, the 
ligaments binding the small bones of 
the foot together give and stretch, and 
the bones that form the arch acquire 
new bearings and new points of con- 
tact or pressure. This causes sore- 
ness, pain, and muscle spasm, and 
eventually adhesions and rigidity of 
the foot in the new -position. All 
this takes many months or perhaps 
years. In the earlier stages when 
there is much soreness and pain there 
isn’t much deformity; in the late stage 
when there is a permanent deformity 
there is little soreness or pain. 

Some feet are very painful and use- 
less yet the arches are not flattened. 
Some feet are quite flat yet useful and 
painless. Where there is pain and dis- 
ability without much falling of the 
arehes, the question becomes one of 
diagnosis and one that requires the 
best medical skill. The public has 
been freely apprised of the error of 
treating flatfoot for “rheumatism.” 
That is an error likely enough to hap- 
pen when the patient does not see 
fit to seek medical care af all, Prob- 
ably a.more common mistake is the 
treatment of various diseases as “‘fall- 
ing arches,” when the sufferers ac- 
cept the gratuitous “expert” advice 
of various merchants, 

Of course there is no home treat- 
ment for actual flatfoot. It is strict- 
ly a surgical or medical problem. If 
the individual condition can be  im- 
proved by manipulation or by opera- 
tion, arch supports may help in the 
restoration of normal relations of the 
The fitting of such 
supports is as technical a question 
as is the application of plaster cast 
to the spine. It demands thorough 
medical and surgical knowledge and 
skill in each individual case.

If 
you can find their nests, squirt a lirt- 
tle gasoline or keosene into the holes. 
Or offer them a piece of ordinary 
sponge saturated with a syrup made 
by boiling a cupful of sugar in a pint 
of water and mixing thié with one- 
eighth ounce of arsenate of soda, boil- 
ing. again, straining, and saturating 
pieces of sponge with it. Plant the

How can parents overcome the 

present-day desire of the young 
for ease, comfort, pleasure and 
luxury? 
By example and practice. The 
larger number of parents and teach- 
ers understand what should be done, 
but doing it is the difficulty. The 
domestic and community life of the 
past half century, with its drift to- 
ward city ways and the city’s domi- 
nation over the rural regions, has 
created a social displacement we 
have not yet learned how to control. 

The young no more desire enervat- 
ing luxuries than do the older groups. 
Slothfulness of mind and ease of body 
are not the monopoly of our children. 
They are the products of conditions 
into which the children are thrust, 
and until parents and other responsi- 
ble guides install a salutary discipline 
no change should be expected in the 
juniors. 

When challenged, few fathers and 
mothers want their youngsters to un- 
dergo the socalled hardships which 
they underwent. Yet reflection shows 
that these hardships were more often 
beneficial than injurious, They stunt- 


ed the growth of thousands, but they | ¢ 


accelerated the growth of millions. 
The typical country home of mid- 
Victorian days was no bed of roses, 
Nevertheless it became the finest edu- 
cational home of the nation, the nur- 
sery of its best brains and the con- 
servator of its finest traditions. A 
highly mechanized existence has sup- 
planted it, but some precious values 
were sacrificed in the process, 

Probably our first duty is such a 
self-awakening to this state of affairs 
as will find its practical expression in 
the simplification of life. Abstention 
in the midst of abundance can be en- 
forced if our will is not a rotten wall 
which holds nothing safely. Not a few 
rich parents realize the necessity for 
treating wealth as though it did not 
exist where the welfare of their sons 
and daughters is at stake. 

Heaven knows there is still enough 
poverty in the nation to enforce the 
same lesson, Education should also 
be enlisted in a task which is likely 
to be long and arduous. Sé@f-devel- 
opment through limitations voluntarily 
accepted can fix young people’s atten- 
tion on higher interests than. mere 
pleasure hunting affords. You ask 
what these interests are. — 

The answer is: A due regard for 
the personality of the weakest and 
the poorest ; reverence for womanhood ; 
the absolute duty of the fortunate to 
aid the unfortunate: the observance of 
personal purity; the sacredness of 
love, courtship and marriage; the 
more equitable division of the profits 
of industry, and the right of every 


human being to opportunities for cul- 
ture and betterment. These are items 
in a social program, the service of 
which from youth up will save us 
from being the victims of material 
prosperity.

I believe that any overtures look- 
ing toward the settlement of interna- 
tional cofitroversies conference 
rather than by war steps in the right 
direction. ep tion and eon- 
summation of a of treaties be- 
tween the United States and other 
world powers will do more to pro- 
mote lasting aconfidence, if not per- 
manent peace, among the nations, than 
any other one factor of which I can 
think. |

general confidence in permanent peace, 
Nations are like human being and are

the credit of my fidelity and honest 
adherence to its prinicples and organi- 
zation. I don’t wish to go down to 
history as an abominable ingrate, 
branded with infidelity to a party that 
has honored me.

Willie Pearl Porter, 
16, who was charged with shooting to 
death a negro named:Clarence Allen 
on August 6, 1926, departed Atlanta 
after the crime. 


Arrested in Jacksonville. 


Then Jacksonville police, a month 
ago, arrested a woman positively iden- 
tified by photograph here as the miss- 
ing Willie. She was forthwith re- 
turned to. this city, and the next day 
officers were astonished to see a coun- 
terpart of the woman they held at the 
Tower walk into headquarters, where 
she announced herself the true “Wil- 
lie Pear] Porter.” 

The Boston mail carrier is Harry 
M. Deeran, who shot Postoffice In- 
spector Morgan Griswold in the throat, 
and Chief Inspector Joe P. Johnston 
in the chest on July 16, but who later 
declared he shot in “protest” to his 
discharge from government employ, 
and not with “intent to murder” the 
inspectors, 

Both victims have recovered. Deeran 
will answer to the assault to murder 
charge, and another for carrying a 
concealed weapon, on August 27, be- 
fore Judge John D. Humphries. 


“Mistaken Identity” Case. 


The three men who have confessed 
to shooting down a stranger are W. O. 
Heath, J. R. and BE. L. Griffin, who 
say they wounded Johnnie Zink on 
July 6 when they mistook him for 
Fred Fair, alleged to have kidnaped 
Heath’s wife. Zink has recovered. 
Heath has been unable to make 
bond, while the two Griffins obtain- 
ed their liberty shortly after the shoot- 
ing. Mrs. Heath, estranged wife of 
the prisoner, returned from Florida 
several weeks ago with a story of her 
abduction and imprisonment. Fair 
has not’ been apprehended. 

The case of T. B. Blake, accused of 
beating to death his wife, Emma, with 
the butt-end of a shotgun’on June 16, 
has been set for trial August 28, before 
Judge Humphries.

Of course, one of the Finns won 
the decathlon, which is the test for 
the atl-around athlete, but many of 
our literary athletes and a majority 
of the American committee men easily 
won more points than any Finn or 
athlete of any nation in the all-around 
alibi contest. In this event alibis 
were produced which never before 
had appeared in any athletic contest 
anywhere. They came so fast that the 
checkers could not have caught them 


all. But that is immaterial, for at 
this meet an alibi was established 
that will stand through the ages. 


The computing of points for the 
Olympic meet is still proceeding. It 
may or may not be finished by the 
end of the year. The idea seems to 
have been the theory of peace with- 
out victory, but the statisticians have 
devised ways and means to beat that 
and to reduce the meet to the usual 
mathematics. 


The boys with the adding machines 
are working on the “French system,” 
by which ten points are scored for 
first place, five for second, three for 
fourth and so on. I am told that this 
is not official. But the statisticians 
continue and it will take some time 
before all the returns are in for some 
of the obscure events, such as 
cycling, turning, rifle shooting, arch- 
ery, feats of equestrianism and, I be- 
lieve, pinochle. There ought to be a 
pinoechle contest if one is not sched- 
uled. 

It might develop that when all of 
the unofficial returns are computed, 
the United States has lost to the 
Finns, the English or the Germans or 
some other nation capable of producing 
athletic or non-athletic teams to com- 
pete in all of the events. But that 
will not be important. The interest 
has been centering in the track and 
field events, which are events nearer 
in keeping with the spirit of the Olym- 
pic games of Greece. 

In these, the United States seems 
to have succeeded at least as well as 
could have been expected, in spite of 
the stories to the effect that the 
American athletics were eating them- 
selves right out of their laurels and 
in spite of the fact that the A'nerican 
athletes carried with them more 
trainers and committee men to the 
athlete than the competitors of any 
of the other nations. 


It may be, as some contend, that 
if the United States Olympic expedi- 
tionary forces had consumed less 
food and carried fewer committee 
men they might have done better. 
It is all for the best that they did 
not, for if they had done as well 
as some of their critics insist they 
would have done under perfect con- 
ditions they might have taken every 
place and every point. This gould 
have resulted in the abandonment of 
the games, which might or might not 
be a step toward world peace. 


Time Out for Thought. 


One of what the boys would call 
“our esteemed contemporaries” has 
announced that its dramatic critic 
will be given 24 hours for quiet con- 
templation before being compelled to 
write his essay on a current drama. 
Said esteemed contemporary 8 an- 
nounces that this meets with wide 
approval. It has mine, which is not 
a particularly wide approval, at that. 
Only I feel that the esteemed con- 
temporary and other contemporaries, 
esteemed or otherwise, should not 
draw the line at dramatic criticism. 
This latitude should he exterded to 
writing in the realm of sport, for in- 
stance, 

The difficulties of the dramiutic 
analysts, it seems to me, can be 
slight as compared to those oi the 
sports analyst. If you never have 
written your little fight essay at one 
of Mr. Rickard’s rickety pine planks 
at the ringside with a double chin 
leaning on each shoulder and the 
voice from the double chin on the 
right shoulder speaking to the dou- 
ble chin on the left shoulder, “Look at 
what this gray-headed blankety blank 
is saying about Jack Dempsey,” you 
cannot, of course, appreciate one of 
the difficulties of analyzing one of 
these affairs. 

Also, there always is some uncer- 
tainty as to just what soct of blow 
e:ded it all. ‘Then, too, to be thor- 
ough, your prize fight analyst must 
have time to check up on the betting 
in order to decide whether the bout 
was on its merits, or of a larcenous 
nature. Also, it requires some time 
for the loser to become coherent 
enough to set forth his alibi, which 
is more or less necessary to an im- 
partial and thore.vgh analysis. 

On this basis, your prizefight an- 
alyst should have plenty of time for 
sober contemplation, or contempla- 
tion of some sort, befcre setting down 
his views of a battle of the century 
with any finality. I should say he 
needs two weeks to think it over be- 
fore he reels the first sheet into 
the typewriter. 


It Took Two Years. 


If you have followed current Fist- 
iana, even superficially, you will 
know that it took a majority of our 
fight experts two years to reach the 
conclusion that Mr. Gene Tunney 
was a great fighter, in fact, heavy- 
weight champion of the world. Just 
as this was admitted Mr. Tunney 
rather ruined matters by announcing 
that he was retiring. 

I do not maintain that a prize- 
fight expert needs two full years 
in which to make up his mind. I 
think that he could speed up his 
contemplation a little and arrive at 
some sort of conclusion concerning a 
pugilist within a. year—that is, if he 
were relieved of all other labor so 
that he might concentrate on a bat- 
tle of the century. I am assuming, 
of course, that it is important that 
a prizefight expert should reach a 
conclusion. 

It would seem so. For two years 
the customers, have been led to be- 
lieve that Mr. Tunney was a “flash 
in the pan,” and a mediocre sort of 
fighter. Then, suddenly, all of the 
experts, having figured it out in their 
spare time—of which they seem to 
have had little—decided that Gene 
Tunney is, or was, the greatest of 
them all. 

All of this might have been avert- 
ed if the sporting analy: had been 
given the time to make up their 
minds in the first place. Under the 
new system some quite good opin- 
ions as to the boxing ability of Mr. 
Thomas Heeney may have been reach- 


ed by spring.

Spinners and manufactur- 
ers, therefore, have obtained practi- 
cally no relief. The outlook remains 
very uncertain. 

A number of cloth manufacturers 
have experienced an increased inquiry, 
but only in a few instance has this 
been backed by workable offers. The 
general attitude has been one of hold- 
ing aloof, pending the condition re- 
port of the United States department 
of agriculture. So far as India is 
concerned there is evidence for believ- 
ing that Calcutta is near the point 
when larger imports will have to be 
arranged. One or two fair lines in 
light fabrics have been booked, with 
increased interest in gray shirtings. 
No particular development can be re- 
corded in the offtake for China. Scat- 
tered orders for certain of the minor 
outlets have been rather more encour- 
aging than ealier in the month. Man- 
ufacturers generally still complain at 
the paucity of demand, and it is esti- 
mated that current production is only 


equal to about 70 per cent of full time 
running. In order to arrange trans- 
actions makers have had to accept low 
prices, 

The American yarn section remains 
cheerless. Despite the big curtailment 
of production it is difficult to sell 
and clear the amount produced. The 
mills are working between 60 and 65 
per cent of normal. The situation in 
the Egyptian spinning bills is caus- 
ing more anxiety. Business has again 
been very patchy and order lists are 
running down. : 

The dispute at the Ramsey mill, 
Oldham, as a result of which the 
Master Spinners’ Federation threat- 
ened to leck out the whole of the op- 
eratives if the workers on strike did 
not return by August 11, has been 
settled, 

It is expected that the Lancashire 
Textile corporation, Ltd., will be reg- 
istered next week. The promoters 
are confident that about 50 mills will 
eventually be merged, but before this 
can be done the consent of the share- 
holders has to be obtained and in the 
first instance this week where a meet- 
ing was held the shareholders turned 
down the proposal owing to the un- 
satisfactory terms offered by the cor- 
poration.

Gold Shipments Continue To 
Rule Money Rates and Hold 
Stock Movement in Check; Re- 
ports of Improved Conditions 
in Copper Industry Are Con- 
firmed. 


New York, August 14.—Call money 


on the stock exchange again opened 
at 71-2 per cent with money brokers 
representing the Wall street banks re- 
porting that the rate looked higher. 
The banks again called loans, $10,000,- 
000 before noon. Closing at 1821-4 
General Motors opened at 181 and 
dropped in the first half hour to 
178 1-4, a new low for the present 
movement carrying the rest of the 
market with it. Montgomery Ward 
also made a new low for this move- 
ment. Chrysler was again strong. 
There was a recovery from the early 
selling and then another decline fol- 
lowed by another recovery when call 
money dropped to 7 per cent around 
1 o'clock and later to 61-2. When 
this news was flashed from the stock 
exchange floor appearing on the news 
and stock tickers it was greeted by 
loud cheers in customers’ rooms of 
stock exchange houses, showing plain- 
ly that, the average trade was long of 
stocks waiting for the bull market to 
be resumed. . 

There was more talk in Wall street 
of gold imports by us following early 
morning London cables reporting that 
some $3,225,000 gold had been pur- 
chased in the open market for two un- 
named buyers, one on the continent. 
Money brokers acting for Wall street 
banks in placing call and time money, 
stated, however, that today’s drop in 
the call money rate was due entirely to 
funds attracted here from the thterior 
by the righ rates recently ruling here. 


No Confirmation of <able. 


As yet there has beer no official 
confirmation or denial of last Friday’s 
London cables that some $3,000,000 
gold had been purchased there by the 
New York federal reserve bank to be 
earmarked and held there. Since then 
some recognized London authorities 


have stated that the gold lost Friday 
by the Bank of England was not for 
the New York federal reserve bank. 
The weekly federal reserve bank state- 
ment this Friday will show the facts. 
Today’s weekly statement of 636 mem- 
ber banks reporting to the federal re- 
serve shows a decrease of $27,000,000 
in the borrowings from the federal re- 
serve and of $129,000,000 investments. 
The best bankers in Wall street pre- 
dicted today that this liquidation 
would continue. Commercial loans 
wete up $35,000,000 confirming re- 
cent information pointing to increasing 
general trade. 

Wall street got a story from De- 
troit today to the effect that John 
J. Raskob and Pierre Du Pont were 
selling General Motors and buying 
Chrysler. This story was cabled to 
London with London anxiously in- 
quiring for facts; There is no ques- 
tion but that the first split in Gener- 
al Motors happy family has come 
about through politics with some of 
the large Du Pont family and follow- 
ing taking sides with Raskob and Du 
Pont. There are also good reasons 
for believing that there was some good 
inside selling of General Motors sev- 
eral months ago, when General Mo- 
tors was selling from 190 to 195; 
also that some of the funds thus rais- 
ed were put into Chrysler at much 
lower prices than quoted within the 
past few days. The sort of inside 
selling that oecurred in General Mo- 
tors several weeks ago, however, is 
not witnessed after it has a decline 
of 15 points or more. Likewise the 
same people would not wait until 
Chrysler has advanced 15 points or 
more before starting to buy. More- 
over the General Motors sold by in- 
siders several weeks ago at higher 
prices is believed to represent specu- 
lative stock temporarily parted with. 

Copper Industry Improved. 

Reports of improvement in the cop- 
per industry were confirmed. by to- 
day’s news from Washington giving 
the stock of refined copper at the 
close of July at 54,000 .short tons. 
iby: figures at the end o# June were 
United States Rubber’s earnings 
for the first part of the year are 
expected on Aurust 20. It is under- 
stood that sales will run _s slightly 
above last year but that a large de- 
ficit will be reported against the 
77 cents a share for the common 
stock the first half of 1927 and $2.86 
for the first half of 1926.

Rails were inclined to heaviness 
on reports of a pending strike vote 
on the western carriers. Industrials 
were rather neglected and oils again 
were under pressure. Some utilities 
were firmer. 

Market observers believe that in- 
surance companies and large trust 
funds have taken advantage of a 
“buyers’ market” and that their pur- 


chases at bargain prices have re- 
lieved the situation resulting from a 
plethora of undigested issues on 
brokers’ shelves. They ,are under- 
stood also to have invaded the gen- 
eral list for “long pull” investments. 

American Smelting and Refining 
5s, Lorillard debenture 5s and Pathe 
Exchange 7s were among the strong- 
er issues in the industrial group. 
Their limited gains were offset by 
losses of 2 points in North American 
Cement 61-2s, which touched a new 
year’s low at 76, and smaller declines 
in the steels, oils and Cuban Sugar 
issues, 

Central New England 4s, Erie Con- 
vertible 4s, Frisco 41-2s and some 
New York Tractions were among the 
few rails to seek higher levels.  Illi- 
nois Central 4s sagged nearly 2 points. 
Most western carriers showed losses. 

Weakness of Greek Government 6s, 
which declined more than a _ point, 
was a feature of the irregular for- 
eign list. 

United States government obliga- 
tions again were heavy. Treasury 
41-4s dropped to a new year’s mini- 
mum and Treasury 3 3-8s to the pre- 
vious low. Expiration tomorrow of 
the period during which Third Lib- 
erty 41-4s will be bought at above 
‘spar by federal reserve banks failed 
to encourage trading in the issue.

Other strong in- 
dustrials were Electric Shovel Coal 
preferred, Deere & Co. and A. O. 
Smith, which added 25 to its 2U-point 
gnin of yesterday, touching a record 
peak at 200, in seattered buying. 
Charis Corp. gained on publication of 
a good earnings report. 


Weak spots were Auburn Auto, 
Bristol Myers, Columbia Graphophone, 
Evans Auto Loading B, Hart Parr, 
and U. S. Gypsum, with losses of 2 
to 8 points. Bancitaly and Fox 
Theater A were under pressure, and 
Bendix B, Adams Millis, and United 
Biscuit B encountered profit taking. 

Mines were generally weak, New- 
mont dropping 2 1-4 and Noranda 1 1-4 
points, although Consolidated Copper 
and Hollinger made small gain. 

Oils eased on expectation of in- 
creased production in the Little Riv- 
er pool of the Seminole area, where 
all restrictions have been temporarily 
removed. Vacuum closed down 13-4 
points, Gulf 1 point, and Humble 
fractionally. Standard of Indiana 
alone held steady in the high-priced 
group, while Reiter Foster remained 
strong in the low-priced oils.

Final quotations disclosed a long list 
of net declines ranging from 1 to 6 
points interspersed with a few gains. 


Call money was appreciably easier 
today, renewing unchanged at 71-2 
per cent, dropping to 7 and finally to 
61-2 per cent. Banks called about 
$10,000,000 in loans soon after the 
market opened, but they were easily 
replaced. Time money and commer- 
cial paper rates held firm, with some 
New York dealers advancing the bid 
rate on 120-day bankers’ acceptances 
1-8 of 1 per cent. 


Leans Reach Record. 


Easier call money today was offset 
by the announcement that loans and 
investments of all member banks of 
the federal reserve system reached the 
record-breaking total of $35,498,000,- 
000 on June 30, the last bank call 
date. Little hope of any immediate 
easing of the credit situation is seen 
in circles unless there is a drastic 
reduction in brokers’ loans which can 
only be effected through a marked 
reduction in security prices, or large 
imports of gold. Sterling exchange 
is now near the “gold import point” 
but hopes that part of the South Afri- 
can gold sold in London today would 
be purchased by American bankers 
and shipped here apparently failed to 
materialize. 

With the exception of the announce- 
ment that a strike vote was being 
taken on western railroads, most of 
the day’s business and trade news was

favorable. One of the most encour- 
aging developments was an unusually 
large inerease of 4 per cent in the 
mill operations of the United States 
Steel corporation, which are now 
around 80 per cent of capacity. 
Chrysler Runs Up Again. 

The confusing nature of today’s 
price movements was no more strik- 
ingly illustrated than in the motor 
group in which Chrysler was run up 
to a new high record at 971-2 
and General Motors sank 53-4 points 
to 1761-2, the lowest price in about 
two months. Selling of General Mo- 
tors in the face of an unusually fa- 
vorable July sales statement was at- 
tributed to uneasiness over the per- 
sistent rumors of a dissension among 
corporation officials arising over po- 
litical differences. Brockway Motor 
common and preferred, Eaton Axle, 
Dodge Bros. preferred and Motor 
Wheel moved into new high ground, 
while Hudson fell back more than 2 
points.

WALL STREET JOURNAL. 

New York, August 14.—A sharp break 
in General Motors was the feature today, 
which attracted the greatest amount of 
speculative attention. Heavy selling of the 
principal automobile issues was started by 
revival of reports that DuPont and Raskob 
interests were selling General Motors and 
buying Chrysler. Chrysler was conspicuously 
strong, rising to record levels for the 
present no par common. 

Stocks generally were not affected by the 
weakness of General Motors. Other industrial 
leaders maintained a confident tone, reflect- 
ing a more comfortable situation in call 
money. Large Wall street banks sppeared 
as leaders in the demand market and the 
rate was forced down to 64 per cent. In 
addition to easier money, bullish sentiment 
was strengthened by cheerful trade news 
Reports from the steel industry were particu- 
larly favorable. U. 8. Steel is now operat- 
ing at 80 per cent of capacity against 69 
per cent last year, while the industry as 
a whole is on a 75 per cent basis against 
66 per cent in 1927. 


NEW YORK EVENING SUN. 

New York, August 14.—Persistent selling 
of General Motors was a disturbing influ- 
ence on the market throughout today, It 
caused general heaviness in the market dur- 
ing the forenoon and retarded the recovery 
of prices after midday when an inrush of 
fresh funds into Wall street relieved the 
tension in the money market and the call 
rate declined to 64 per cent. Prices of a 
few issues were notably strong after money 
turned easier and some registered new highs. 
On the whole the movement of prices was 
irregular and indecisive. 

The dealings in General Motors and Chrys- 
ler tendered further to confirm the popular 
theory in Wall street that important inter- 
ests were selling the former and buying the 
latter for political reasons, The former 
broke nearly 5 points under relentless sell- 
ing. Chrysler, which was even more active 
on the upside, advanced meanwhile above 
97 to a new high. Some time must elapse 
before the inner meaning of these two 
movements will be fully understood. 

The possibility of gold imports from Lon- 
don became very real today as result of 
simultaneous decline in price of gold in 
London and in the rate for sterling ex- 
change.
